 2        PRESIDENT CARNEY:  I'm calling the meeting of
  
 3   the Police Board today's date, February 19, 2015, to
  
 4   order.
  
 5                  Board member Michael Eaddy is unable
  
 6   to attend this meeting in person and wishes to
  
 7   attend via audio conference.  Can we set it up?
  
 8                  Is there a motion to permit him to do
  
 9   so?
  
10        MS. BALLATE:  So moved.
  
11        MR. FOREMAN:  Second.
  
12        PRESIDENT CARNEY:  All in favor?
  
13        BOARD MEMBERS:  Aye.
  
14        PRESIDENT CARNEY:  You got this, Max?
  
15        MR. CAPRONI:  Yes.
  
16       MR. EADDY (via phone):  Yeah, Michael Eaddy
  
17   here.
  
18       MR. CAPRONI:  Hi, Reverend Eaddy.  It's Max
  
19   Caproni.  How are you?
  
20        MR. EADDY (via phone):  All right, fine, fine.
  
21        PRESIDENT CARNEY:  Reverend, we are starting in
  
22   the public meeting right now.
  
23                  The first item of business is
  
24   approval of the minutes of the Board's public
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 1   meeting of January 15, 2015.  Is there a motion to
  
 2   approve the minutes?
  
 3        MS. FRY:  So moved.
  
 4        PRESIDENT CARNEY:  All in favor?
  
 5        BOARD MEMBERS:  Aye.
  
 6        PRESIDENT CARNEY:  Our next public meeting will
  
 7   be held here at 35th and Michigan, the Office of
  
 8   Chicago Public Safety on March 19th; and the meeting
  
 9   will be at 7:30.
  
10                  At this time, I ask for a motion to
  
11   close a series of executive sessions for the
  
12   purposes of considering litigation and personnel
  
13   matters as authorized by the Open Meetings Act.
  
14                 Is there such a motion?
  
15        MR. FOREMAN:  So moved.
  
16        PRESIDENT CARNEY:  All in favor?
  
17        BOARD MEMBERS:  Aye.
  
18        PRESIDENT CARNEY:  The motion passes.

20   taken by the Board during the previous month has
  
21   been made available at this evening's meeting.  The
  
22   report and the Board's written findings and

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 1   Superintendent during the previous month are listed
  
 2   in the blue books there in the back and also are
  
 3   available on the Police Department's website.
  
 4                  Here we go.  A report of disciplinary
  
 5   action -- Wait, where are we now?
  
 6                  This is the final action of our
  
 7   decisions in our January meeting.
  
 8                  The Police Board, as authorized by
  
 9   the Open Meetings Act, has considered in a closed
  
10   meeting several disciplinary cases.  The Board will
  
11   now take final action on these  cases.
  
12                  Regarding Case No. 14 Police Board
  
13   2856, is there a motion to find Police Officer
  
14   Maurice Anderson guilty of the charges relating to
  
15   an off-duty domestic altercation and suspend him
  
16   without pay for a period of 30 days?
  
17        MS. BALLATE:  So moved.
  
18        MR. FOREMAN:  Second.
  
19        PRESIDENT CARNEY:  All in favor, show by
  
20   raising your hands?
  
21        MR. EADDY (via phone):  Aye.
  
22             (Carney, Foreman, Ballate, Fry
  
23              and Sweeney vote in favor of
  
24              the motion by raising a hand.)
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 1        PRESIDENT CARNEY:  Any opposed?
  
 2             (Conlon and Rodriguez vote against
  
 3              the motion by raising a hand.)
  
 4        PRESIDENT CARNEY:  Conlon and Rodriguez voted
  
 5   against the motion.
  
 6                  Voting in favor are Board Members
  
 7   Foreman, Ballate, Eaddy, Fry, Sweeney, and myself.
  
 8                  Board members Conlon and Rodriguez
  
 9   are opposed.  The motion passes.
  
10                  Is there a motion to adopt the
  
11   written findings and decisions and dissents that
  
12   have been reviewed by all Board members who
  
13   participated in the case?
  
14        MS. BALLATE:  So moved.

12              Sweeney vote in favor of the
  
13              motion by raising a hand.)
